Large Vessel and Cargo a Complete 
Loss.

persons vveie rescued from the big

An interesting cost rowr v has arisen 
regarding large tracts of Minnesota pine 
lands which have been set aside by the 
engineer’s department incharge of dams 
and reservoirs at the headwaters of the 
Mississippi. These lands were held out 
and not included in eithar the first or 
second selections of the bureau of for 
entry for a national reserve, for the rea­ 
son that at certain seasons of the year 
there are overflows from the high water. 
The war department was given jurisdic­ 
tion over several thousand acres around 
lakes and bodies of water connected by 
the reservoirs. 
Strong objection to this designation 
have been made by G.G. Hartley, of Du 
luth, and other Northern Minnesota cit­ 
izens. 
They claim that valuable lands 
arc going to waste, if this policy is con­ 
tinued. 
It is set forth in a report that 
has been submitted to Senator Nelson 
that water can be so regulated that 
there would be no ove rflows. 
It is also 
set forth that th** development and im­ 
provement of the country will be retard­ 
ed, if these lam b are held out from be­ 
ing opened to settlement, hence efforts 
will be made to change th** boundary 
lines of the forest reserve so that the 
major part of the overflow withdrawal 
may be include«! in tin* forest rcsorvt 
and an equal amount of land in th* 
forest reserve proper be restored to the 
public domain subject to homestead cn 
try.
